DELHI.  Brttlah  India,  Feb.  21.— 
The  I-eiflslative  Assembly  today  adopt- 
ed a  bill  for  the  protection  of  the 
Indian  steel  industry,  by  a  rote  of 
nfty-flve  to  forty.
